The British, therefore, are com- 


mitted to the policy of fighting land 
battles in this war "on battle-fields of 
our own choosing."

Britain, a sea, not a military, pow- 


er, cannot afford to come to grips in 
a land battle close enough to Berlin's 
main arsenals and supply depots to 
permit the Germans to bring their full 
strength to bear—for that would in- 
vite swift disaster. 


Britain's real strategy has been to 


engage the Germans with enough 
force to be able to say that promises 
to allies have been carried out, and 
then retreat to compel the Germans to 
fight along a constantly lengthening 
line of land communications. When 
the line is made long enough it will 
snap—at least this is military theory, 
and history, shows it to be sound 
strategy in any general's language.

man-Italian forces.

king said was negotiated with- 
out his knowledge, renderec

The fate of the British was 


uncertain but it appeared they 
faced the alternative of aban- 
doning Greece altogether or 
undertaking an equally haz- 
ardous retreat through Athens 
to the Peleponnesus.

Knox said Wednesday that about 20 
naval motor torpedo boats were ready 
for delivery to Britain as a part of 
the lease-lend program. 


He said the boats, capable of a speed 


of more than a mile a minute, would 
bo shipped across rather than un- 
dertaking the trans-Atlantic trip ,011 
their own power. The Navy has 28 
such boats and the British were sup- 
plied from these. Other small craft, 
capable of 70 miles per hour, are un- 
der construction, 


Knox told his press conference also 


that the Navy was negotiating with 
Canada for the construction of war- 
ships of the new Brtiish Corvette 
type to escort convoys.

pantry shelf—those are the aims of the new Supplementary Cotton Pro- 
gram of the U. S. Department of Agriculture. Not only farm people, but 
also merchants, manufacturers, laborers, and others who help turn cot- 
tori into, finished goods will be assisted by the three-fold plan. Under 
this program, farmers who make a further voluntary reduction in their 
cotton acreage in 1911 may earn cotton stamps, which they can use'in 
their local stores to buy cotton goods. A special $3 payment also will 
encourage home food production. Symbolic of what the program offers 
are the cotton coat and dress worn by the farm girl above; the row 
of cotton bales, of which there is a surplus of more than 10 million; and 
shelves of home-canned food direct from the family garden.

Race tTBear First Crop 
Always Won by Radishes 


Earliest Radishes Arc Ready ill 


Twenty Days from Sowing, 


_When the homo gardener sows 


his seeds, and then watches anx- 
iously to see which vegetable wins 
the race to mature first, victory 
always goes to the radishes. 


They arc so easy to grow, and 


mature so rapidly, we are apt to 
consider them lightly as a food crop. 
Not so the doctors; They nre rated 
as rich in vitamins A, B, C and D, 
with 133 calories a pound. 


And nothing is better for nn 


appetizer than n crisp, spicy rad- 
ish, picked at its prime, when the 
flesh is firm, and flavor tart. The 
earliest varieties can be grown to 
this stage in twenty days from sow- 
Ing. 


In planning n radish program, 


consider the whole season. 
You 


can enjoy radishes from early 
spring until Christmas If you grow 
the early globe varieties, the mid' 
season giant globes, the summer 
long and half long1 varieties, and the 
giant winter kinds. All seed cata- 
logues list these classes, nnd tell 
you when to sow them. 


Anybody in the World cnn grow 


radishes. Even 
when they 
are 


planted so thickly that none of them 
ought to do anything a few will 
crowd their way to edible matur- 
ity, 
The one chief fault In plant- 


Ing radishes is that they will be 
planted too thickly nnd because they 
are such a common obliging vege- 
table, few gardeners will take the 
trouble to thin them properly in 
order to realize a quality crop. 


Radishes should be so\»n thinly 


nnd If not thinly sown they should 
be thinned when well above ground 
to give each radish two inches of 
room. 
Then you will hnve real 


radishes. If you want to make one 
good garden resolution, resolve to 
plant radish seed thinly. 


The earlier a variety matures the 


shorter is its season of crlspness 
before turning pithy. Plant early, 
medium and late sorts at the same 
time, to have a succession. 


The radish can be planted before 


the frost is well out of the ground, 
as it is very hardy, but to get the 
best radishes rich soil is needed. 
Fast growth and cool weather, jiiake 
the firm, s'olid, snappy radishes that 
are most desired. Rapid growth is 
helped by raking into the top soil 
before sowing, four pounds of bal-

He thought the Africans would 
bo able to stand laboring In the gold 
and silver mines better than the na- 
tive Indians. At any rate his reconv 
menadlion started the slave trade be- 
tween Africa and America. 


The slaves, mostly from West Africa 


brought with them their native music 
and dances.
